The commission is entrusted with all 
the ma@hinery for putting into effect the 
provisions of the new law for the em- 
ployment of the state's felony and mis- 
demeanor convicts upon the pwhlic’ high- 
ways. 

Probably few people in the state real- 
izé the tremendous amount of work in- 
volved in laying out plans for so vast 
an engineering work as is contemplated 
under the new law.

IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Distress Funds Are Being Raised 
te Alleviate the Suffering. 
London, September 28.—The problem 
of dealing with the unemployed in the 
great centers of population throughout 
the United Kingdom {fs being seriously 
considered by the government authort- 
ties, all of whom agree that the num- 
ber of persons out of work will be 
greater the coming winter than in many 
vears before. No estimate has been 
made of the unemployed in London, Dut 
a census taken bv the newspapers of 
provincial cities shows alarming num- 

bers. 

The conditions at Glasgow are probd- 
ablv worse than in most of the other 
cities, there being 22,000 men now seek- 
ing work at that place. Sunderland h&as 
13.000 unemployed; Birmingham, 10,000; 
Liverpool, 14,000; Manchester, 8,000. 
and other cities from 100 to 50 each. 
These figures do not include the great 
army of strikers in the Lancashire 
cotton trade. Distress funds are now 
being raised throughout the country,

*‘ Advertising’”’ is a sort of 
by-word. : 

The reproach ‘‘Only an ad- 
vertisement,’’ was and to 
many still is a complete con- 
demnation of business ad- 
dresses to the public. The 
Hebrew King and Poet was 
incorrect in his hasty con- 
clusion that ‘‘All men are 
liars.”’ And you also err if 
you put all advertising in the 
same category. 

But still the indictment of 
false witness will hold 
against much advertising. It 
wouldn’t be so if everybody 
Were careful to compare 
statement and fact. There- 
fore, if you condemn, stop 
and think whether vou have 
always been careful to dis- 
eredit deceit and encourage 
truth in advertising. 

Commercial literature in 
advertising is too’ great a 
force in modern life to be ig- 
nored. You can neither evade 
the fact nor your own rela- 
tion to it. It exerts influ- 
ence and creates impression 
whether you will or not. 

Behind the advertising 
scenes you may see strange 
statements. 

Thousands of pieces, when 
the total stock at command 
is only a few hundred; prices 
reduced, when the process of 
reduction is to open new 
goods and mark two prices 
at the same time, a high price 
above,a lower one beneath it; 
to state a value as normal 
and with it a reduced price, 
when all the time the market 
has ruled as low or lower, 
than the so-called reduction. 

While ago a friend bought 
a costly white hair mattress 
from one of the apparently 
uppermost merchants in an- 
other city. It was partly 
hair and partly pine shav- 
ings. 

Cotton-and-linen ‘‘linen’’ 
for another instance. The 
merchant pleads guilty of 
nothing. “Everybody 
knows,”’ says he, ‘‘that linen 
costs money; but if I tell peo- 
ple there is cotton in it they 
will only go to somebodv else 
who will lie with a straight- 
er face.”’ So of all-wool in 
clothing. So of everything 
else in trade. 

Complain of 
ehine-made shoes, ‘‘hand- 
made” for instance. The 
dealers will say ‘‘they are 
just as good as hand-made 
and nobodv knows the dif- 
ference. Evervbody alls 
them hand-made, but Smith, 
he makes capital out of ly- 
ing; but he lies as much as 
the rest of us.’’ . 

Split-leather ‘‘calf’’ for 
another instance. The deal- 
er will say ‘‘ Everybody calls 
it calf, why shouldn’t I? Be- 
sides we do not always know 
which is which ourselves 
now-a-days. ’”’ 

Leather-hash heels and 
soles for another instance. 
The shoe-man will sav, ‘‘ Ev- 
erybody knows we can not 
get_good leather for nothing 
—ridiculous! Who expects 
it? Why the making ought 
to cost more than I get for 
this shoe.”’ 

_ These examples betray 
the accepted standard. Do 
as others do. That is the 


trick-ma- 


tion of morals. W’n’t do to 
evade it. Evasion is answer. 
The merchant is blind that 
imagines he shirks it. There 
is no more practical question 
under the test of trade-prac- 
tice. Does it pay to be hon- 
est in trade? 

Nobody wants to cham- 

ion honesty. It smacks of 

hariseeism. ‘‘Honesty is 
the best policy’’ has so far 
impressed itself on the pub- 
lic belief as to be a quotable 
maxim on Sunday; but it has 
not taken such root in the 
practical side of public be- 
hef as to govern the business 
tactics even of those who are 
quick to quote it. 

Test this heretical state- 
ment. How does the maxim 
sound taken out of its 
words? Imagine a_ father 
telling his son just graduat- 
ing out of Sunday-school in- 
to the grocery business, for 
instance: ‘‘Now, my son, I 
am going to set vou up in 
business as soon as you know 
enough about it and get a lit- 
tle experience. The first 
thing to do is to make up 
vour mind to he honest 
through and through. The 
next is to learn the business. 
Put your honesty and knowl- 
edge into practice together. 
Never mind the grocer over 
the way. Never mind what 
is customary. Never mind 
anything but good groceries 
and truth.’’ 

If fathers are accustomed 
to take their sons out of 
school into business with 
such foundation as this, thev 
believe in the maxim. If 
they are not, they do not. 
The business-man is the 
frankest man in the world, 
if vou skip what he says and 
take what he does. 

No; the practical business- 
man believes in the maxim 


just about enough to quote’ 


it. He quotes it possibly out 
of the ineffectual glimpse he 
has of its truth, possibly out 
of the habit of paying a cer- 
tain court to abstract. good- 
ness, possibly out of an amia- 
ble deference to Mrs. Grun- 
dy, possibly out of a dispo- 
sition to seem to be honest 
when he has not the least in- 
tention of making any sac- 
rifice in that direction. 

No; there is not much hon- 


estv in business. There is a| 


sort of substitute for it that 
passes under the name—a 
fair substitute, but better 
than none; so fair that you 
may think it hardly polite 
to penetrate the disguise. 

But, we said itis not a 
personal question, a question 
of morals. What is it? Ex- 
pedieney. It pays to be hon- 
est. Honesty that comes of 
being paid for it is not mor- 
als; and morals need not be 
talked about. 

Merchants do not believe 
it pays to be honest; and that 
is why there is sand in sugar 
and something wrong about 
vies, * * 72, 

We searcely like to men- 
tion names, so many more 
have got to bé left out—a 
hundred names or so in the 
whole commercial world. 
There are a few who do be- 
lieve that it pays to be fair in 
manufacturing.

JUDGE BRAND'S DECISION. 


Fall Text of Decision in Near Beer 
Tax Vase. 

Athens, Ga., September 28.—(Special.) 

The full text of the decision rendered

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by Judge Charles H. Brand, at Com- 
merce Saturday, in which he upheld 
the power of municipalities levy 
prohibitory taxes on is as 
follows: 


The sale of an unintoxicating near beer, or 
any imitation of real beer which does not tn- 
toxicate, may be licensesd. If such drink in- 
toxicates, of course, it offends the state pro- 
hibition law. The sale of what is commonly 
Known as near beer can be taxed for the 
purpose of raising revenue, if the municipality 
has charter authority authorizing it to impose 
the tax. Being a legitimate article of trade 
in the eyes of the law, a tax for revenue 
only cannot be lawfully levied which {s pro- 
hibitory. That is to say. ‘‘the grant of au- 
thority by the general assembly to officers of 
a mrmicipality to impose license fees for the 
purpose of revenue would not warrant them 
to be so heavy as to be prohibitory.’’ But it 
does not necessarily follow that because a 
tax may be prohibitory it is in every case 
illegal to enforce it. 

Where the grant of authority is made for 
regulation, as well as revenue, and ‘‘the

business is one that injuriously affects the 
public interests or léade to disorder or to in- 
creased necessity for police supervision, and 
the pursuit of the business is more harmful 
than beneficial to society, and which, conse- 
quently, public interest requires should be 
put an end to.’’ then the prohibitory tax is 
not illegal.

‘The general rule is that a court of equity 
has no jurisdiction to enjoin criminal prose- 
oution; and this rule is applicable to proceed- 
ings to punish for violations of municipal 
ordinances which are quasi criminal in their 
nature. The cases in which procecdings to en- 
force such erdinances will He enjoined are 
@xceptional in charactecr.’’ The instant case 
does not fall within the exception 

For this reason as well as others which 
grow out of the pleadings and evidence in 
this cage, the injunction sought by the plain- 
tiff is hereby refused,
